I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  vrork  of  the 
Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year  ended  31st  December^  I56O.  The  Report  has 
been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Minister  of  Health  and 
is  presented  in  the  form  and  sequence  outlined  in  a Ministry  of  Health  Memo- 
randum dated  6th  November,  1952. 

Dii.ring  the  year  over  six  million  tons  of  shipping  entered  the  port, 
the  bulk  of  which  was  from  foreign  ports,  and  shows  an  increase  of  approxi- 
mately 100,000  tons  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

Passenger  traffic,  both  inw8,rds  and  outwards,  also  increased.  Dis- 
embarking passengers  numbered  1,337,620  and  of  these  359,598  were  aliens. 

Though  none  of  the  quarantinable  diseases  occurred,  thirty-five 
other  cases  of  infectious  or  suspected  infectious  disease  involving  thirty- 
one  vessels  were  dealt  with  on  arrival. 

No  nuisances  were  reported  in  ships  entering  the  port  during  the 

year. 


Regular  supervision  of  drinking  water  as  supplied  to  shipping  was 
continued  and  all  samples  including  those  from  ships'  tanks  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

There  was  a substantial  increase  in  the  quantity  of  foodstuffs 
landed  and  on  inspection  only  a very  small  amount  was  found  to  be  unsound. 

Twenty-nine  s'amples  of  imported  food  were  obtained  and  submitted 
for  examination  to  the  Public  Analyst  or  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  a,nd 
details  of  these  are  included  in  the  Section  of  this  Report  dealing  with  food 
inspection. 


The  Department  is  indebted  to  H.':  . Customs  and  Immigration  Authori- 
ties, to  British  Railways,  Shipping  Agents  and  otheis  associated  with  the  work 
of  the  Port  Health  Authority  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout 
the  year.
